No one could expect that a Church institution would 
board and care for wards of the State free of charge.

Protestant women are found to volunteer in such gréat numbers and to 
combine in mighty organizations for the mission éause, what ought not 
Catholic women to be willing to do, certain as they are of alone poshessing 
the infallible truth?

Even where Catholic women are already itntereste4 in other Catholic 
mission movements, they should likewise be enrolled in their national 
association that they may help to give it the power and prestige which 
comes with numbers and success. Christ will bless this great work begun 
in His name, but Catholic women must individually perform their own 
part. 

According to the Association rules, from two-fifths to one-third of the 
annual income will be devoted to poor home missions, the rest will be sent 
to foreign lands. Vestments, religious articles and altar linens will like- 
wise be supplied to the distant chapels in missionary countries. The 
Association was first established under the auspices of His Grace, the 
Archbishop of Milwaukee. It is aMfiliated with the original society existing 
in Hurope and partakes of all its spiritual advantages, bestowed by the 
Holy See, without losing its national independence. The directress is 
Miss Mary Gocek!] (634 Thirty-sixth Street, Milwaukee, Wis.), to whom all 
communications are addressed. It is to be hoped that branches of this 
association will soon be est&blished throughout the entire country. It fa 
work greatly and sadly needed.

On the face is also written the purpose of 
the collection and the date on which it is 
to be handed tn,—every two weeks, pre- 
sumably. No specific sum is exacted; 
every one contributing as his means, seal 
or plety prompts. Some turn in their 
envelopes regularly, others two or more 
at a time, and etill others, hand them all 
In at one time,—and others fail altogether 
to return them. At the end of the year 
the pastor’s book shows who have con- 
tributed, and if any envelopes of any 
parishioner are missing he visits the de- 
linquents—not, primarily, for a contribu- 
tion, but to keep his records complete.~- 
The financial results achieved by this 
method were remarkable. I do not recall
